temple 

Followers of Hindu religion break 
stereotypes manufactured in West

S hukavak Das knows the 
stereotypes manufactured 
by Western Civilization 
about followers of the Hindu reli¬ 
gion. 

Das, leader of Orange County's 
largest Hindu temples just blocks 
from Valencia High School, has 
heard them all. Everything from 
swamis chanting mystical incan¬ 
tations to devoted followers lay¬ 
ing on a bed of nails. 

“We don’t practice meditation 
or yoga or other mystic proper¬ 
ties. There is no bed of nails,” 
Priest Shukaak Das said. “It’s 
really a big misconception of 
what we do. This is a pretty 
mainline religion.” 

Those preconceptions of the 
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5,000-year-old Indian religion are 
shattered after walking through 
the doors of Rahda Raman Tem¬ 
ple. 

Services, Das said, are very 
comparable to most Western 
churches. An estimated 300 fol¬ 
lowers come each Sunday from 
all corners of Orange County to 
the temple at Madison and Pla¬ 
centia avenues. 

Worshipers sing, pray, listen to 
sermons and participate in ser¬ 
vices much like their counter¬ 
parts at the local Roman Catholic 
or Episcopal churches, he said. 
The only external difference is 
members sit on the floor and 
aren’t allowed to wear shoes in¬ 
side the temple. 

The most apparent difference 
is that followers worship Krishna 
— just one personality of one 


god, who also goes by names 
such as Ram and Vishnu. Anoth¬ 
er misconception is that Hindus 
worship more than one god, Das 
said. 

“This is a pretty mainline reli¬ 
gion, though it looks a little dif¬ 
ferent because people sit on the 
carpet and don’t wear shoes,” 
Das said. “We have different 
names for different personalities 
of one supreme god.” 

Placentia’s Hindu temple be¬ 
gan in 1980, when followers wor¬ 
shiped in the living room of the 
temple’s founder. 

The congregation grew to the 
point where it bought the proper¬ 
ty in Placentia in 1988, Das said. 
Since then it has attracted the 
largest traditional Hindu congre¬ 
gation in the county. 

The only other temple in Or¬ 


ange County that has more fol¬ 
lowers is the Hare Krishna sect 
in Laguna Beach, which practices 
a more westernized version of 
Hindu, Das said. 

“People strange ideas about 
any religion foreign to what they 
are used to,” said Vinay Dixit, 
who attends the temple. “Usually 
temples like this exist in big cit¬ 
ies like Los Angeles, so I can see 
how it might stick out in Placen¬ 
tia. But, we get along with the 
community.” 

Das, who has been in charge 
since the temple was established, 
said the community has wel¬ 
comed them with open arms. 

“We’ve never had any prob¬ 
lems here,” said Das, 40. “There 
are misconceptions, I get a lot of

High school seniors in the Pla¬ 
centia Yorba Linda Unified School 
District received higher average 
scores on the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test last year than their counter¬ 
parts in the county, state and na¬ 
tion. 

Test scores range from 200 to 800 
in verbal and mathematical rea¬ 
soning. Results are used by col¬ 
leges in evaluating students for ad¬ 
mission. 

On the verbal portion of the test, 
El Dorado’s average score was 
437, Esperanza’s was 441 and Va¬ 
lencia’s 438. All are higher than the 
county average of 436, the state av¬ 
erage of 416 and the national aver¬ 
age of 424. 

On the math portion of the test, 
El Dorado's average was 538, 
Esperanza’s was 534 and Valen¬ 
cia’s was 537. All were higher than 
the county average of 532 and con¬ 
siderably above the state average 
of 484 and national average of 476. 

El Dorado's average verbal

Planners deny proposal for day-care center

A day-care center proposed by a 
descendent of a city founder was 
rejected Tuesday by the Planning 
Commission. 

Commissioners voted 5-2 against 
approving the project because of 
concerns about noise, traffic and 
environmental problems. 


“I really want to approve this 
project, however I find too many 
problems with it," Commissioner 
John Allday said. "There are just 
so many concerns about it ... En¬ 
vironmental, traffic, safety, noi¬ 
se ... This project needs to be re¬ 
worked before it gets my vote." 

Commissioners George Petzoldt 
and John Hanley voted to approve 
the project. 


Paul Kraemer — whose family 
was among the city’s early settlers 
— is expected to appeal the deci¬ 
sion. The center was proposed for 
land the family owns near the cor¬ 
ner of MissionWay and Chapman 
Avenue. 

Residents protested that the cen¬ 
ter was located too close to nearby 
homes. Among their concerns was 
pesticide spraying at an adjaceift 


corn field owned by the Kraemer 
family business, FKC Partners. 

Bob Skolburg, who lives near the 
proposed site, said it brought up 
major environmental questions. 

“Do we know that the chemicals 
aren't going to hurt the children in 
the future?” he said. "They spray 
the pesticides about 1 foot above 
the corn, which grows about 5-feet 
high. This will get into the air, and

Gun lock 

program 

succeeds

Placentia Police have re¬ 
ceived more than 150 requests 
for trigger locks during the first 
week of a program to encourage 
gun owners to place the devices 
on their weapons. 

A deal between the police and 
an Anaheim-based distributor 
allows gun owners to purchase 
the locks at cost. Fliers are be¬ 
ing distributed in English and 
Spanish throughout the city let¬ 
ting gun owners know they can 
purchase locks at the Police De¬ 
partment for $6. 

The locks, which block access 
to the trigger, usually sell for 
$13 to $25 at retail stores. The 
offer will end on Sept. 10. 

“There has been an over¬ 
whelming amount of requests 
by the public to purchase locks 
from us. We ran out within the 
first few days of the offer,” Po¬ 
lice Chief Manuel Ortega said. 
“They realize that this is just 
one way to avoid a needless 
tragedy.” 

The program began after the 
July 29 accidental shooting of a 
13-year-old boy by his best 
friend. Kevin Wilsey was killed 
after friend Dalen Demary 
pulled out his father’s 9mm gun 
from behind a bedpost. 

Not realizing that a bullet re¬ 
mained in the chamber after he 
removed the ammunition clip, 
Demary playfully pulled the 
trigger and a bullet plunged into 
Wilsey’s chest. 

Police report that due to the 
large demand, there is a waiting 
list of people to take advantage 
of the offer. 

American Lock and Supply, 
which is not profiting from the 
offer, intends to continue to sup¬ 
ply the items for the rest of the 
month. 

The distributor and police 
also are extending the offer to 
anyone in Orange County. 

“Accidental shootings affect 
everyone,” said Marsha Stew¬ 
art, a spokeswoman for the lock 
distributor. 
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Key Ranch 
celebrates 
100 years

A century ago, George B. Key 
settled into the tiny farming com¬ 
munity of Placentia and carved out 
20 acres to raise oranges. 

Development has wiped out hun¬ 
dreds of similar ranches that once 
dotted north Orange County. The 
Key ranch, which remains on the 
northwest corner of Placentia Ave¬ 
nue and Bastanchury Road, is 
among the few spared. 

Residents on Saturday will get a 
glimpse of the past when the Or¬ 
ange County Harbors, Beaches and 
Parks Department celebrates 
George B. Key Day. 

The agency took over the ranch 
in 1983 to preserve it. Visitors can 
tour the ranch from 10 a.m. to 4 
p.m. in an event marking its cen¬ 
tennial. 

“It’s one of the few chances resi¬ 
dents get all year to tour the 
ranch,” said Mike Miniaci, a coun¬ 
ty park ranger. “Once a year we 
hold a big open house, and this is it. 
You can spend all day here; it will 
be a nice day at the park.” 

George B. Key Day will feature a 
Civil War-era fashion show, a bar¬ 
bershop quartet, an antique auto 
display, 19th century craft demon¬ 
strations, early Orange County his¬ 
tory exhibits and tours of the 
ranch. 

Key came to Placentia from 
Canada in 1893 to work for the 
Semi-Tropical Fruit Co. There are 
four orange trees on the ranch to¬ 
day that were among those Key 
planted himself, Miniaci said. 

Visitors can view the original 
ranch house, along with extensive 
collections of farm tools and equip¬ 
ment. Key's son began gathering 
items for these collections from 
neighboring ranches as properties 
were sold to make way for develop¬ 
ment in the 1960s. 

Orange County purchased the 
ranch in 1980 to ensure the preser¬ 
vation of an important part of re¬ 
gional history.

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City officials monitoring plans for county fire district

City officials are looking closely 
at developments in the Board of 
Supervisors’ plan to relinquish 
control of the Orange County Fire 
Department to the 16 cities that 
contract for protection services. 

The supervisors in May ap¬ 
proved the department's sweeping 
governmental shift, which in five 
months will make the county home 
to the state’s largest consolidated 
fire protection district. 

The change will give cities 
served by the Fire Department a 
direct voice in its operation 
through a governing board. The su¬ 
pervisors currently monitor and 


control the department. 

The consolidation would mark 
the first time Placentia has had 
some form of direct control of fire 
services since the city’s own de¬ 
partment was abandoned in 1975. 

“We want to have a say in oper¬ 
ating our Fire Department,” City 
Administrator Robert D’Amato 
said. "This is something we have 
been following for the past three 
years, and will follow closely now 
that it is getting closer to the time 
when this plan is put into action.” 

The consolidation also would 
mark the first time neighboring 
Yorba Linda has ever had some 
form of direct control of fire ser¬ 
vices since incorporating in 1967. 
The city also contracts police ser¬

Yorba Linda City Manager Art 
Simonian, a member of the five- 
member advisement board for the 
new fire district, said things are 
running on course.

Several other north county cities 
will be affected by the switch to a 
county fire protection district. Vil¬ 
la Park is one of few cities in the 
northeast part of the county to con¬ 
tract with the county. 

The city might be joined by cities 
such as Orange and Buena Park, 
which both are considering dis¬ 
mantling their departments in fa¬ 


vor of joining the county. 

Supervisors took the first step in 
reorganization Aug. 17 when an in¬ 
terim plan to run the Fire Depart¬ 
ment was put into action. The plan 
is expected to streamline the de¬ 
partment by cutting 14 administra¬ 
tive posts. 


It is also expected to guide the 
department through the transition 
in January to a fire protection dis¬ 
trict, one official said.

Businesses help revive Old Town 


Placita Santa Fe 
merchants helped 
clean up the area

There are several Mexican res¬ 
taurants, a fire station, an auto 
body shop and various stores. 

It's a quaint area, quiet and 
clean. 

But it wasn’t always that way. 
Old Town Placentia has changed 
dramatically in the last few years. 
What used to be an area known for 
gangs, drug deals and graffiti is 
now a respectable business sector, 
complete with new street lights, 
planters in the streets and brick 
“Welcome to Placita Santa Fe” 
signs. 

City officials give credit to the 
Placita Santa Fe Merchants Asso¬ 
ciation for changing the area. 

Merchants meet monthly with 
representatives of city hall, the po¬ 
lice department, and various city 
offices such as development ser¬ 
vices. 

Raul Davis, owner of Tlaquepa- 
que restaurant and vice president 
of the association, said the group 
was formed to give the merchants 
a strong, collective voice. 

“We were all going down to the 
city to get permits for the area,” 
Davis said. “There was lots of red 
tape ... By forming this group, 
they listened to us a little more.” 

The association has worked to 
improve the look and image of Old 
Town. They have removed graffiti, 
had the city install concrete cross¬ 
walks and colonial-style lights and 
have upgraded storefronts. 

The group has also been instru¬ 
mental in getting the annual Festi¬ 
val of Arts and Cultures in the 
area. 

“The city thinks it’s a wonderful 
idea to have this group,” said 
Joyce Rosenthal, the city's devel¬ 
opment services director. "It's a 
voice down there.” 

Dennis Blake, owner of Better 
Floors and Interiors and president 
of the association said that Placita 
Santa Fe has changed “1,000 per¬ 
cent.” 

“When I first came here 14 years 
ago, you used to see drug deals on 
the street. You don’t see that any¬ 
more, it’s more of a business-type 
atomosphere.” 

Blake said he and Davis began 
meeting about seven years ago and 
saw the need to get a group togeth¬ 
er. Everyone who owns or rents 
property in Placita Santa Fe is eli¬ 
gible for membership in the associ¬ 
ation. 

“We've done more in the last five 
years than we've done in 100 
years,” Blake said. 

Blake and the other members of 
the association are working hard to 
dispel the old image of Placita San¬ 
ta Fe as an area ridden with crime. 

There isn't graffiti and gangs 
don’t hang out there anymore, 
Blake said. 

And that 's because of the Placen¬ 
tia Police Department. 


Officers patrol on foot on Friday 
and Saturday night from about 6 
p.m until midnight. They also bicy¬ 
cle through the small community. 

Police Chief Manuel Ortega said 
the area has changed dramatically 
in terms of crime and problems. 
When Ortega was an officer in Or¬ 
ange, he said everyone knew to go 
to Placentia, especially Old Town 
Placentia, if you wanted a drug 
bust. 

Restaurants and bars that used 


to be problems have since been 
closed down, he said. “It’s rare 
now when we have a major inci¬ 
dent in that area.” 

The Merchants’ Association has 
raised money to buy another bicy¬ 
cle for the bike patrol. 

“The merchants of Santa Fe 
have been very receptive,” Ortega 
said. “Just knowing that we have 
their support and that we’re want¬ 
ed down there has really helped 
us.”

Governor’s proposals criticized

Despite Gov. Wilson’s defense of 
the drastic immigration reform 
proposals he proposed Aug. 9, sev¬ 
eral Orange County Hispanic lead¬ 
ers said they believe he is trying to 
single out immigrants as a scape¬ 
goat for the state’s economic prob¬ 
lems. 

"Wilson’s effort was to defuse 
the problems of the Calfornia econ¬ 
omy by blaming immigrants,” 
said Amin David, President of Los 
Amigos, a Hispanic community 
group. 

“We are falling prey to the lega¬ 
cy in California, that when you 
have economic chaos, vou blame 


the poor and the powerless,” David 
said. 

Gilbert Melendez, who directs 
the Anaheim Independencia Com¬ 
munity Center, agreed, saying, "I 
wish everybody who was here ille¬ 
gally suddenly stood up and 
walked back over the border. 

"California would be requesting 
them to come back within a week.” 

“Who’s going to do the car wash¬ 
es and work in the fields, and do 
jobs for less than minimum wage 
or minimum wage without them?” 
he asked. 

Although he agreed that illegal 
immigrants do have a financial im¬ 
pact on social service agencies, 
Melendez said that this is out¬ 
weighed by the money they spend 


in the state. 

The way to control social spend¬ 
ing, he said, is to do something 
about the people abusing and ma¬ 
nipulating the system, many of 
whom are in the United States le¬ 
gally. 

The governor’s proposals includ¬ 
ed denying health care and educa¬ 
tion to illegal immigrants, as well 
as denying citizenship to their chil¬ 
dren. He also proposed requiring 
tamper-resistant identification 
cards for legal immigrants and 
linking the acceptance of the North 
American Free Trade Agreement 
to cooperation by the Mexican au¬ 
thorities in stopping illegal border 
crossing.

Troubles brewing for 
the “free ride” libraries 


The public library — that 
“free” bastion for scholars, 
book fanatics and programs 
geared to interest children in 
study and reading, is in trou¬ 
ble. The “free ride,” as library 
patrons have known it for de¬ 
cades, might be ending — or at 
least slowing. 

While some libraries in 
north Orange County are cut¬ 
ting regular staff and reducing 
hours, patrons have asked 
Buena Park Library Trustees 
to “cut the fat." They want the 
trustees to slice administrative 
costs before reducing hours 
and resources. That’s not a 
bad idea. 

Faced with a $175,000 budget 
shortfall due to state shifts in 
funding, trustees have re¬ 
ceived a proposal from Direc¬ 
tor Colleen McGregor to cut 
hours and certain heretofore- 
provided services. Another 
good idea. 

In fact, cuts in any service 
or personnel that require tax 
funding for survival should be 
studied, with the uncertainty of 
continued government funding 
being a criterian, to decide the 
course libraries should take in 
the future. Placentia and Ana¬ 
heim library patrons, among 
others, have been hit with 
shorter hours and other forms 
of service cuts and many peo¬ 
ple are upset. 

It is difficult to view life in 
north Orange County without 


libraries. Yet, it could happen 
— unless alternatives to tax 
support are found. 

The plight of libraries can be 
blamed on many things, in¬ 
cluding high-priced adminis¬ 
trators and too many perks as 
angry patrons in Buena Park 
claim. But when the nuts and 
bolts are loosened and the 
“walls” surrounding these 
troubles are transgressed we 
run into the real culprit — gov¬ 
ernment. 

Government, all these years, 
has made it appear that li¬ 
brary patrons were getting 
“something for nothing.” Some 
probably were. But the vast 
majority of library users and 
non-users were paying for this 
“free” library system. Now 
that the system is “going 
broke" because government 
has changed priorities for its 
tax dollars, library patrons 
can no longer depend upon the 
myriad “free” services they 
have come to expect. 

The shame of it all is that li¬ 
brary patrons for so long have 
depended upon government to 
provide them their athen¬ 
aeums. 

Instead, they might have 
supported more judiciously a 
free-enterprise approach to li¬ 
brary services. That is not to 
say that some free enterpriser 
should set up a library system

Ensign no longer feels welcome in hometown 


What has become of the “All 
America City?” 

I was raised in Placentia as was 
my wife. I left Placentia at the age 
of 17 to attend Navy basic training. 
Five years later I met my wife 
while visiting friends and she ulti¬ 
mately left Placentia. 

During my 16 years of service I 
have been stationed in California, 
Hawaii, Florida and Illinois. I have 
spent 11-plus years on board ships 
deploying to the Mediterranean 
Sea, Western Pacific, Indian 
Ocean and Arabian Gulf on numer¬ 
ous occasions. I served in direct 
support during the Iranian Crisis 
and Operation Desert Storm, 
Shield. I rose through enlisted 
ranks to senior chief petty officer 
and was recently appointed a com¬ 
missioned officer. 

Sixteen years of service, 11 years 
of marriage and four girls later I 


am being assigned to a ship home- 
ported in Long Beach. I have the 
opportunity to allow my girls to 
now live where my wife and I were 
raised. Ultimately we would possi¬ 
bly buy and retire in the city at the 
conlusion of my 20 years service. 

Recently, I flew from Oakland to 
Ontario to view several rentals 
that by brother-in-law had been ac¬ 
tively prospecting for me. One in 
particular caught my eye due to its 
location, price and my agreeing to 
rent, deposit, lease, move-in date 
and the family dog accompanying 
us. All that was left now was to 
draw some more cash from the 
ATM, write the personal check 
(also agreed to) and sign the lease. 

When I inquired as to whether 
the "Soldiers/Sailors Relief Act” 
was addressed in the lease and ex¬ 
plained the meaning of it to her, all 
of a sudden I was no longer desir¬ 


able as a renter and the offer was 
rescinded on the grounds that she 
needed to make a final decision, 
even though an offer had been 
made and accepted. I also was told 
that I should rent another piece of 
property that I had looked at in 
Yorba Linda. 

Her son arrived during our try¬ 
ing to ascertain why I was no long¬ 
er allowed to rent the home. A con¬ 
versation in an Asian dialect tran¬ 
spired between mother and son 
and he backed up his mother's de¬ 
cision. 

I later arrived in Oakland, hav¬ 
ing wasted a day of prospecting, an 
airline ticket, airport parking, 
meals, gas, my brother-in-law’s 
time and also returned a little wary 
of the town I had grown up in and 
remember so fondly.

Justice may be blind, but the Au¬ 
gust 3 council meeting had Placen¬ 
tia City Council wearing both 
blindfolds and ear plugs. Appar¬ 
ently oblivious to the nearly 1,600 
letters in strong opposition pre¬ 
sented to them in chambers, 4 of 
the 5 council members voted for a 
utility tax increase. 

Also ignored were the 18 speak¬ 
ers against the measure and the 
150-plus residents who came out to 
show their disapproval. While it’s 
true that as many spoke in favor of 
the additional tax, the majority of 
those supporting the ordinance 
were the city’s current or former 
employees.

Did it 
take heed that the dollar amount 
did not add up and made no sense? 
Did anyone up there understand 
that the issue was about responsi¬ 
ble use of our hard-earned tax dol- 
lare, not how those dollars would 
be collected? 

Regardless of how Placentians 
feel about this repressive levy, we 
are in full accord about the need 
for accountability by our elected 
officials. And “accountability” 
NEVER wears either a blindfold or 
ear plugs.

Dennis Blake has done more 
than his share for two cities

T radition means a lot to 
Dennis Blake. 

He treasures childhood 
memories of romping through or¬ 
chards in Orange where his 
grandpa helped develop the navel 
orange. 

Grandma Elma Wood Campbell 
was the first editor of the Orange 
High School newspaper, the Re¬ 
flector. His father, Hugh Blake, 
co-owned the town's oldest body 
shop. 

Daughter Corinne was the 50th 
member of the family to graduate 
from Orange High School. 

And Blake has been instrumen¬ 
tal in reviving the old-town char¬ 
acter of Santa Fe Avenue in Pla¬ 
centia where he owns a flooring 
company. 

Progress draws as much enthu¬ 
siasm, Blake said. 

As North Orange Rotary Club 
Rotarian of the Year, he was sa¬ 
luted for organizing benefit sports 
tournaments for the Chapman 
Athletic Foundation and develop¬ 
ing competitive volleyball tourna¬ 


ments in Southern California. 

He has also been involved in 
the club’s formation of Challenger 
Little League for disabled chil¬ 
dren, Christmas parties for disad¬ 
vantaged children, housing for 
foreign exchange students and de¬ 
livery of outdated Orange Police 
Department uniforms to the Que- 
retaro, Mexico force. 

Monthly, Blake faithfully deliv¬ 
ers Meals on Wheels to area shut- 
ins. 

But his one dream of leaving an 
athletic legacy for future Orange 
families is quickly dissolving. 
State budget cuts have resulted in 
the postponement of a proposed 
$1.1 million all-purpose gymnasi¬ 
um set for El Camino Park. 

Blake, who has served on Or¬ 
ange’s recreation commission for 
12 years, says $350,000 was spent 
to draw up plans for the new fa¬ 
cility. “But it dragged on for so 
long to get everything approved, 
construction wasn’t started in 
time to avoid the financial cuts. 

“I’ve been playing in basket¬ 
ball leagues since I was a kid, 
and I especially wanted to have a 
community gym built before I re¬ 


tire," Blake said. 

The active business leader did, 
however, see his plans for down¬ 
town Placentia come to fruition. 
As president of the merchants as¬ 
sociation, he convinced the city of 
Placentia to spend $400,000 for 
“Old Placentia,” injecting new 
life into an outdated downtown 
area. 

“My wife designed banners and 
entry markers, the board planned 
a street faire and they’re now 
thinking about starting a farmer’s 
market similar to the one in Ful¬ 
lerton,” Blake says. 

Blake migrated to Placentia 14 
years ago from his original Long 
Beach floor covering firm. 

"My first wife was dying of 
cancer, and I just couldn't be 
commuting all the time,” he re¬ 
called. "After looking in Orange, 
it seemed more cost-effective to 
purchase this old furniture store 
on Santa Fe.” 

Blake’s firm, Better Floors, 
specializes in commercial and 
residential repairs for insurance 
claims. He’s also a certified res¬ 
toration^, who is on call when 
major catastrophes occur around 


the country. 

Blake now serves as president 
of the Western Floor Covering As¬ 
sociation, the nation's largest 
floor-covering organization. 

His Placentia upstairs office 
hooks visitors into his favorite 
pastime: deep-sea fishing. To 
amuse first-time guests, he claps 
his hands, causing a wall-mount¬ 
ed fish to wiggle its fins. A 120- 
pound sailfish fills the north wall 
while other nautical memorabilia 
can be found on tables and desks. 

Fishing stories abound, includ¬ 
ing the time he caught marlin, 
wahoo, dorado, skipjackers and 
groupers all in one day off Cabo 
San Lucas. 

“Another time, four of us 
caught 14 marlin during a day¬ 
long trip in Mexico,” Blake said. 

Tucked between the “Gone Fi- 
shin'” plaque and desk accesso¬ 
ries are photographs of Blake and 
his wife, the former Kay Red- 
wine, who were reunited at the 
Class of '66 Orange High School 
20-year reunion. 

“We were the proverbial high 
school sweethearts. I was the cap-

Alzheimer's disease?” 

And who can remember, keep 
track of or understand the double¬ 
speak and confusing array of ongo¬ 
ing cutbacks, numbers, percentages 
and dollar amounts streaming out of 
our federal and state politicians and 
their various budget committees? 

As an example, let s look at Medi- 
Cal. If you want a figure to orient you. 
think of 5.8 percent. That's how much 
the Legislature cut back last year on 
its payment to the state and federal 
program called SSI SSP. whose 
rates are tied to Medi-Cal payments. 
This year's cutback is 2.7 percent on 
top of that. At the same time Social 
Security was raised less than the rate 
of inflation but enough so that it re¬ 
sulted in many seniors being 
dropped from Medi-Cal because they 
were making "too much, according 
to Medi-Cal, for them to keep paying 
for their care.

T hough change seems to be

Stars keep ‘H.M.S. Pinafore’ 
from being a titanic disaster

“H.M.S. Pinafore,” the popular 
Gilbert and Sullivan operetta that 
made the composers household 
names in Britain and the United 
States, is a satiric barb at the Vic¬ 
torian notion of social classes. 

This tale of mockery of the rise of 
a humble English lad from lowly 
origins to Lord of the Admirality 
(without ever going to sea) has 
pearly patter, lyrical love verses, 
willing sailors and a bevy of love¬ 
lies who are sisters, cousins, and 
aunts of Sir Joseph Porter, K.C.B. 

Currently on stage at the Gem 
Theatre, produced by the Orange 
County Light Opera, Carolyn 
Bjerke saves the ship. She gives 
the most sparkling, professional 
and polished performance as Jose¬ 
phine Cocoran, heroine and daugh¬ 
ter of the Captain. She and Chris 
Sands (Sr. Joseph) make this clas¬ 
sic a joy when they are on stage. 

Despite the lackadaisical direc¬ 
tion, a bit too much of silly slap¬ 
stick and ill conceived costuming, 
Bjerke, Sands and Bradley Miller 
are worth the price of admission. 
Bjerke is not only a lovely lady, a 
glorious coloratura soprano, she 
has the fluency, clarity and just the 
right amount of caricature to be 
sheer perfection as Josephine.

To say that Sands’ Sir Joseph is 
an extremely exaggerated parody 
is to understate fact. He’s terrific! 
Sands just has to stand there to 
garner tremendous laughter. His 
mastery of style, albeit going be¬ 
yond the length of lampooning, is 
priceless. He also has complete 
command of upper English soci¬ 
ety, accent and manners. 

Poorly staged, “H.M.S. Pin¬ 
afore” doesn’t even begin to enter¬ 
tain, despite the valiant attempts 
of Buttercup and the Tars, until the 
entry of Bradley Miller as Captain 
Corcoran. He brings a sureness, 
showmanship and polish that is 
lacking in the initial scenes. But 
the ship is still shaky until Bjerke 
and Sands come aboard.

Victoria Allison, Deborah Gil¬ 
lette, Carol Hunneyman, Micheal 
Norton and Bonnie Moran fare bet¬

their talents. 

As for Cecie Turner (Buttercup), 
Felas Wheeler (Ralph Rackstraw 
and his inappropriate ponytail) 
and Sheldon Craig (Dick Deadeye 
whose lame arm often becomes ex¬ 
tremely mobile), it is apparent 
they have talent, but little direc¬ 
tion.

said its president, Neal Ma- 
chander. 

Machander joined the organiza¬ 
tion 28 years ago, when he “finally 
decided to do something” about a 
box of buttons his uncle gave him.

Placentia’s Mike Sugar 
pursues his dream on 
the Golden State Tour

Mike Sugar took his first swing of a golf club at 
age 14. He enjoyed swinging a baseball bat more. 

"I never took golf seriously when I was young,” 
Sugar, a Placentia resident, said. 

Fourteen years later, golf is Sugar's wav of feed¬ 
ing himself. 

Sugar is a playing member of the professional 
Golden State Tour. He ranks fourth on the tour’s 
money list this year ($27,0(H)) and will have an op¬ 
portunity Oct. 12 to qualify for the Nike Tour, one 
level below the PGA Tour. 

Quite a lofty standing for someone who ignored 
the game in his younger days. 

Golf season coincided with baseball season at 
Esperanza High He was busy serving as the Aztecs' 
shortstop. Good player, too. In fact, UC Irvine base¬ 
ball coach Mike Gerakos thought so much of Sugar's 
skills he offered him an athletic scholarship. 

After four years as the Anteaters third baseman, 
Sugar stayed at UCI one more year — only to com¬ 
plete his education. 

UCI had a golf team, however. Sugar had begun 
playing again and decided to try out He made it. 

Slouches usually don’t crack a college golf team 
roster, but when Sugar graduated in 1988 he was 
well aware of where his skills were. It was time to 
get a job. His father was in the landscaping busi¬ 
ness. Sugar went to work as a landscaper. 

He did that for three years and only dabbled in 
golf, playing a series of amateur tournaments. In 
1990, he entered “a summer's worth of tourna¬ 
ments and decided to take the game up profession¬ 
ally in 1991. He knew it’d be tough, but he was sin¬ 
gle without children. If there was a right time to 
make such a risky decision, this was it. 

‘Last year I didn't come close to covering my ex¬ 
penses,” Sugar said.

QUESTION: I have a bl and new Ford 
Probe hatchback. It already has a 
problem. The rear hatch strut that 
kept the hatch propped up when 
opened came off. The dealer wants a 
small fortune to fix it. What can I do? 

ANSWER: Your case is one of 3,900 
Ford is recalling that many vehicles 
for this specific problem The Auto 
Club recommends that you call Ford 
directly at 1-800-392-FORD if you can t 
get satisfaction from the dealer. To 
repair the problem, the rivets on the 
strut pivot pins have to be replaced 
The original rivets were undersized.

QUESTION: I am planning to buy a 
new car soon, and I am very con¬ 
cerned abvout a vehicle's safety 
Where can I get a copy of the latest 
crash test and safety data? 

ANSWER: A complete copy of new- 
car crash test results may be obtained 
by contacting the National Highway 
Safety Administration at 1-800-424- 
9393. Please keep in mind that crash 
test data only reflects data gathered 
from head-on collisions with a solid 
structure or with vehicles of similar 
sizes. Other important safety factors 
to investigate include vehicle size, 
braking and handling ability, avail¬ 
ability of air hags and other restraint 
systems.

QUESTION: I have heard that you 
should take used motor oil to an oil 
collection station for recycling since it 
is considered hazardous waste and 
should be disposed of carefully. How 
about the oil filter? Can I just throw it 
in the garbage can ' 

ANSWER: Used oil filters should 
never be placed in the garbage. Under 
California code, the oil filter must he 
drained completely before its metal 
can be recycled. Used filters must be 
in a sealed container to hold any oil 
that may separate during transporta¬ 
tion. These containers must be labeled 
as “drained, used oil filter” (not haz¬ 
ardous waste) and show the initial 
date of accumulation and receipt. Any 
oil that separates from the filter!s) 
must be disposed m the same manner 
as oil for recycling purposes. 

The Environmental Protection 


Agency (EPA) adopted regulations 
regarding this issue that went into ef¬ 
fect March 17, 1991. For more infor¬ 
mation on oil filter disposal, contact 
the state at 1-800-552-5218.

QUESTION: I recently purchased a 
1985 Mitsubishi Mirage Turbo. I really 
like the car, hut it has a problem that 
troubles me. I have never driven a 
front wheel drive car, and when I 
make a turn and step on the gas, the 
steering wheel nearly jumps out of my 
hands. I'm concerned there may be 
something wrong with the front end. 
What could it be? 

ANSWER: Many front wheel drive 
vehicles have an inherent problem 
known as torque steer. When the 
steered wheels are also the driven 
wheels, the vehicle w ill tend to pull to 
one side. This is a condition that is 
noticed more on some vehicles than 
others On turbocharged or other high 
powered vehicles, the effect is exag¬ 
gerated during hard acceleration 
while turning because of the amount of 
power that is applied. A torque steer 
problem also can be caused by the 
engine transmission placement. On 
transverse engine vehicles, in which 
the engine faces right to left, one drive 
axle will be longer than the other. This 
may cause a difference in the amount 
of torque power applied to each wheel.

QUESTION: My 1982 Honda Accord 
has a very strong gasoline odor. I keep 
it in the garage, and I do not store any 
cans of gasoline around. What could 
be causing the odor? 

ANSWER: One possibility is the fuel 
ventilation system. You gas cap may 
not be sealing properly, letting fumes 
escape, or the filler tube in the trunk 
area could be leaking. Under the hood, 
your problem could be a leaking car¬ 
buretor, cracked fuel line or clogged 
or defective charcoal canister (needed 
for emissions control). F'umes caused 
by any of these problems could enter 
your car through the fresh air vents. 

The Auto Club suggests you have the 
car inspected by a mechanic to diag¬ 
nose and repair the problem.

Compared with 
the storybook-type myths 
above, misinformation about 
tire care can lead to safety 
problems and unnecessry ex¬ 
penses. 

“Tires can provide riding 
comfort and safety and add val¬ 
ue to a vehicle,” says Stan Coo¬ 
per, marketing manager for 
Firestone consumer products. 
“It pays to know the dos and 
don’ts of tire care.” 

Attempting to dispel some 
tire fiction, Firestone has pro¬ 
duced a list of common tire 
myths, along with correspond¬ 
ing tire facts. 

MYTH: I can tell my tire is 
correctly inflated just by look¬ 
ing at it. 

FACT: Today’s modern radial 
tires may look properly inflated 
when in fact they could be dan¬ 
gerously low — especially high 
performance tires because 
their sidewalls are typically 


low profile or shorter. Low air 
pressure results in poor han¬ 
dling and shorter tire life and 
reduced fuel efficiency. 

MYTH: I only have to check 
the tire pressure when the tire 
appears low. 

FACT: Tire pressure should 
be checked weekly — before the 
car is driven, the pressure 
should be adjusted to the vehi¬ 
cle manufacturer’s specifica¬ 
tions. Look in the owner’s man¬ 
ual or on the inside of the door 
for figures. Also, don't forget to 
check the spare tire. It loses 
air, too. 

MYTH: My car will perform 
the same with any tire on it. 

FACT:Tires are designed to 
perform specific functions, pro¬ 
viding the personality of a vehi¬ 
cle. Tires designed for luxury 
cars will provide a smoother, 
quieter ride; tires designed for 
performance-oriented cars pro¬ 
vide higher levels of respon¬ 
siveness and traction; and tires 
made for sport utility vehicles 
and pickup trucks offer in¬ 
creased durability, all-season 
andor all-terrain traction. 

MYTH: Correcting vehicle 
alignment problems will cor- 
eect irregular wear patterns in 
tires. 

FACT: Misalignment can 
quickly cause irregular wear 
patterns in tires. Once damage 
is done, it cannot be corrected. 
Proper alignment can prevent 
future irregular wear but will 
not remedy existing irregular 
wear. Tires should be rotated

FACT: Any tire can be punc¬ 
tured by debris Steel-belted 
tires are certainly durable, but 
they are not indestructible. The 
best safety measure in avoiding 
debris on the road. Regular vi¬ 
sual checks of tires will allow 
detection of air loss problems. 

MYTH: I can drive as fast and 
as long on a temporary or com¬ 
pact spare tire as I can on a 
regular tire. 

FACT: No way! The tempo¬ 
rary or compact spare tire is 


constructed to allow a driver to 
get to the nearest tire dealer or 
service center for repair or re¬ 
placement of the flat tire. Tem¬ 
porary spares aren’t designed 
for long-term or high-speed 
use. The temporary spare 
should be replaced by a regular 
size tire as soon as possible and 
not driven faster than 50 niph.

I finally obtained a copy of the new 
Real Estate Purchase Contract and Re¬ 
ceipt for Deposit that has been the recent 
topic of conversation among so many in 
the real estate community. 

In spite of all of the conversation and 
numerous Realtor seminars on its use, 
the form hasn't been available for pur¬ 
chase until last week. 

Most prior observations on the new 
form — including my own — were based 
on a summary of changes published by 
the California Association of Realtors 
(CAR). 

The CAR summary failed to provide an 
overview of some substantial philosophi¬ 
cal differences in the new form, however. 
The first and most obvious conclusion is 
that every seller must have it. 

Even though the form is designed for 
use with a buyer, it is obvious that it is the 
seller’s interests that will be best protect¬ 
ed in the transaction. The form clearly 
places the responsibility for timely per¬ 
formance on the buyer. 

The first example is that the seller may 
cancel the agreement by notifying the 
buyer in writing if the financing contin¬ 
gency is not met within the specified peri¬ 
od of time. 

Another notable example is found in 
the Seller Financing Terms. The terms 
now read that when the contract calls for 
seller financing of any amount, the buyer

will make application to the seller on a 
FNMA F'orm 1003 standard mortgage 
loan application used throughout the 
lending industry. The form also autho¬ 
rizes the seller and broker(s) to obtain 
the buyer's credit report at the buyer’s 
expense. 

The following clauses are also found in 
the Seller Financing Terms: 

1. Requests for notice of default and 
delinquency will be included in any note 
or deed of trust; 

2. There will be an acceleration clause 
making the loan due on sale or transfer; 

3. A late charge of 6 percent will be paid 
on any payment more than 10 days late; 


-j. utie insurance and property insur¬ 
ance in favor of the seller, plus tax ser¬ 
vice, will be purchased by the buyer. 

While these terms seem fair enough, 
the fact that they are printed on the new 
form dramatically minimizes a buyer's 
opportunity to alter them in his or her 
favor. 

Most lenders, for example, charge 5 
percent for any payment more than 15 
days late. Tax service has often been 
paid by the seller if he or she has request¬ 
ed it. 

Paragraph 26, with the overwhelming 
title of “Contingencies/Covenants: Meth¬ 
ods of Satisfaction Removal, Time 
Frames, Disapproval/Approval," allows 
the seller an out if any contingency of the 
agreement is not removed in writing 
within the strict time frame specified. 

Previously, written communications 
were only required in the event a buyer 
wanted to extend a contingency time 
frame. Otherwise, it was assumed that 
all contingencies were removed. 

This new paragraph forces the buyer to 
update the seller throughout the transac¬ 
tion regarding its progress. (This para¬ 
graph in itself is worth disposing of all 
old, blank pruchase contracts and invest¬ 
ing in the new form). 

The new CAR form demonstrates the 
state association’s commitment to pro¬ 
tecting the interests of its members and 


— most importantly — its members cli¬ 
entele. 

It will certainly result in smoother 
transactions, while putting additional re¬ 
sponsibilities on the buyer, and on the 
agents of the seller and the buyers. 

The form also effectively spells out the 
numerous tasks for which real estate 
agents and brokers should have always 
been responsible. Unfortunately, some 
were not. The form will help to hold those 
licensees more accountable for their ac¬ 
tions or inactions. 

Although the form is a California Asso¬ 
ciation of Realtors product, it is not in¬ 
tended to identify the user as a realtor. In 
fact, the form is available for use by all 
licensees and even the general public. 

However, when one sees in print the 
large number of issues which must be 
dealt with in order to successfully close 
an escrow, it makes little sense, if any, to 
not utilize the services of a competent 
and professional realtor.

Endangered Species Act: Drain on housing

* According to Morgan, the 
main reason people do not in¬ 
vest in income property is the 
lack of knowledge or property 
management expertise. 

"People are often scared be¬ 
cause they've heard some hor¬ 
ror stories about owning in¬ 
come property," said Morgan. 
“My years of experience and 
track record help to allay those 
fears. 

A resident of Yorba Linda for 
the past 13 years, Morgan 
earned a bachelor's degree in 
marketing from the University 
of Nevada, Las Vegas. Prior to 
entering the real estate profes¬ 
sion she was a management 
consultant for more than eight 
years. 


The Endangered Species Act re¬ 
stricts private property rights, dis¬ 
rupts job markets and local and 
regional economies and is often 
used as a tool by anti-growth advo¬ 
cates to stop residential develop¬ 
ment regardless of the economic 
consequences, according to the Na¬ 
tional Association of Home Build¬ 
ers (NAHB). 

In Austin, Texas the Act has cost 
landowners millions of dollars, 
caused property taxes to plummet 
in some areas and dramatically 
weakened local and regional econ¬ 
omies, according to Jim Mills, a 
rancher and developer in Austin. 

In order to function more effec¬ 
tively to protect truly endangered 
species, the Act should be re¬ 
formed in five areas, said Mills. 
These include how listing decisions 
are made; determination of criti¬ 
cal habitat; development of habi¬ 
tat conservation plans; and federal 
cost sharing and" compensation. 
Mills said the Tauzin/Fields Bill, 
H R. 1490, currently before the 
Congress, includes many of the 
necessary reforms and is support¬ 
ed by NAHB. 

"Home builders believe that spe¬ 
cies preservation is a worthy na¬ 
tional goal," said Mills. “However, 
Congress should ensure that the 
Act’s restrictive land-use prohibi¬ 
tions are exercised only when ac¬ 
curate and reliable scientific data 
demonstrates a species is truly en¬ 
dangered."

Mills says the Act should require a 
stricter, more scientifically based 
listing process. Currently, there is 
no congressional or regulatory di¬ 
rective to guide the Fish and Wild¬ 
life Service (FWS) in its listing de¬ 
cisions. 

Another important change that 
is needed, he says, is one that 
would benefit endangered species 
as well as reduce economic hard¬ 
ship. That is to require that the 
critical habitat be designated when 
a species is listed. Designating 
critical habitat is important be¬ 
cause it identifies the area essen¬ 
tial to the protection and recovery 
of listed species, Mills said. When 
the FWS fails to designate critical 
habitat it has the authority to regu¬ 
late development on all potential 
area habitat, requiring virtually 
every proposed development, even 


the construction of a single-family 
home, to require advance FWS ap¬ 
proval. To obtain FWS approval a 
landowner must prove that there is 
no suitable endangered species 
habitat on or even near the subject 
property, which in most cases re¬ 
quires costly and lengthy field 
studies conducted by a qualified bi¬ 
ologist. 

Third, landlowners need more 
precise criteria to aid them in the 
development of habitat conserva¬ 
tion plans (HCP). The develop¬ 
ment of an acceptable HCP is the 
landowner’s sole avenue to remedy 
the Act’s land-use prohibitions if 
they are denied a permit under oth¬ 
er federal programs. 

Fourth, since species preserva¬ 
tion imposes such a tremendous 
burden on the local community, 
and since it is considered a worth¬ 
while national goal, the federal 
government should share the cost. 
In Austin, Mills said, the stringent 
land-use restrictions imposed by 
the Act prompted establishment of 
the Balcones Canyonlands Conser¬ 
vation Plan (BCCP), a large scale 
multi-species habitat plan that is 
expected to cost more than $168 
million. 

Finally, according to Mills, land- 
owners should be compensated 
when compliance with ESA leaves 
them with no viable use of their 
property. "Congress should re¬ 
quire FWS to formulate a claims 
process and a strict timetable for 
requesting and offering restitu¬ 
tion," said Mills.
